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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the combination of 
Vadasz and Stevens. 

Stevens discloses formation of buried channel regions 35 by implantation through gate dielectric 14 
(which is optionally layer 13) followed by formation of gate electrode 37. The reference discloses suitable 
materials of gate dielectric 14 as oxide or ONO or other oxide material. The reference does not specifically 
disclose use of deposited nitride. 

Vadasz discloses deposition of nitride on an oxide layer to form layers of a gate dielectric (col.1 , 
lines 49-61). 

It would have been within the scope of one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings 
of Stevens and Vadasz to enable the gate dielectric formation step of Stevens to be performed according to 
the teachings of Vadasz because one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to look to 
analogous art teaching suitable or useful methods of performing the disclosed gate dielectric formation 
step of Stevens and art recognized suitability for an intended purpose has been recognized to be 
motivation to combine. MPEP 2144.07.
